Insurgents Kill 22 Iraqi Police 


BAGHDADI Insurgents attacked a police sta- 
tion south of Baghdad under cover of dark- 
ness Sunday, killing 22 Iraqi police and sol- 
diers, police said. 

Fourteen attackers also died in the clash 
that broke out about 10:30 p.m. in Mahawil, 
50 miles south of Baghdad, police Capt. 
Muthana Khalid Ali said. The dead included 
five Iraqi national guardsmen and 17 police- 
men, he said. Earlier Sunday, the multination- 
al command said two Iraqi national guard 
soldiers were killed and three more injured 
in a rebel ambush in the same area. 


Elsewhere, one U.S. soldier from Task 
Force Baghdad was killed and two others 
were wounded Sunday afternoon in a road- 
side bombing north of the capital, the U.S. 
command said. Gunmen, meanwhile, seized 
four Egyptian technicians in Baghdad in the 
second kidnapping of foreigners in the Iraqi 
capital within a week. 

The latest attacks and kidnappings raise 
new concerns about security following a 
brief downturn in violence after the Jan. 30 
elections, when Iraqis chose a new National

Intense battle expected as 
Bush submits austere budget 

WASHINGTON I President George W. Bush’s 
$2.5 trillion budget is shaping up as his most 
austere, trying to restrain spending across a 
wide swath of government from popular farm 
subsidies to poor people’s health programs. 

Vice President Dick Cheney on Sunday 
defended the plan against Democratic criti- 
cism that Bush had to seek steep cuts in scores 
of federal programs because he is unwilling to 
roll back first-term tax cuts that opponents 
contend primarily benefited the wealthy. 

The budget’s submission to Congress on 
Monday will set off months of intense debate. 

“This is the tightest bud- 
get that has been submitted 
since we got here,” Cheney 
told “Fox News Sunday.” “It’s 
not something we have done 
with a meat ax, nor are we 
suddenly turning our backs 
on the most needy people in 
our society.” 

Bush, who campaigned for re-election on 
a pledge to cut the deficit in half by 2009, is 
targeting 150 government programs for either 
outright elimination or sharp cutbacks. 

For the current year. Bush is estimating 
the budget deficit will reach a record $427 
billion. The five-year projections in the bud- 
get will show the deficit declining to about 
$230 billion in 2009. 

But those projections do not take into 
account some big-ticket items: the military 
costs incurred in Iraq and Afghanistan, the 
price of making Bush’s first- term tax cuts 
permanent, or the transition costs for his 
No. 1 domestic priority, overhauling Social

Rumsfeld: Iraqi Forces Need Time’ 


Bush administration 
also dismisses risk of 
Iran-style government 

WASHINGTON I Iraq will need time to 
build up forces sufficient to handle 
a potential threat from its neigh- 
bors — specifically Iran — even 
after Baghdad proves capable 
of overcoming the insurgency at 
home, Defense Secretary Donald 
H. Rumsfeld said Sunday.

Rumsfeld said he doesn’t believe 
President Bush’s State of the Union 
declaration that U.S. troops will 
leave Iraq when the country “is 
democratic, representative of all 
its people, at peace with its neigh- 
bors, and able to defend itself” 
means American forces will be 
there for years to come. 

“What he meant was that the 
Iraqis’ internal security forces would 
be capable of managing the secu- 
rity situation inside the country,” 
Rumsfeld told ABC’s “This Week.” 
“It will take some time after that 
before they would have the kind 


of capability to dissuade Iran, for 
example, if Iran decided to try to 
conduct a war with them again,” 
Rumsfeld said. 

Some religious leaders in Iraq 
say they want Islam to be a guiding 
principle of the Iraqi constitution. 
Cheney urged caution in forecasting 
what Iraqi leaders will do. 

He said Iraqis will determine the 
role of religion in their government 
as well as its others tenets. 

“This is going to be Iraqi, 
whatever it is. It’s not going to be 
American,” Cheney told “Fox News

Young Cancer 
Victims Move 
On Effectively 

CHICAGO I Cancer doesn’t doom 
youngsters to a miserable child- 
hood, new research suggests, find- 
ing that after treatment, many are 
just as happy and well-adjusted as 
those who never had the illness — 
sometimes even more. 

The findings, based on inter- 
views with 8- to 12-year-olds, 
show how resilient youngsters can 
be even when facing a daunting ill- 
ness such as cancer. 

The results also indicate that 
children’s perceptions often differ 
from those of their parents, whose 
own negative feelings about the 
experience may shade how they 


think their children are coping, 
the researchers said. 

“What we are finding is very 
reassuring,” said Dr. Smita Bhatia, 
lead author and a pediatric cancer 
specialist at City of Hope National 
Medical Center in Duarte, Calif. 

Parents should be encouraged 
to know that young survivors “can 
indeed put their cancer behind 
them,” she said. 

The study appears in February’s 
edition of the journal Pediatrics. 

Cancer strikes an estimated one 
in 300 to 350 U.S. youngsters before 
age 20. With improved treatments, 
survival rates for many childhood 
cancers have risen sharply in recent 
decades. More than 75 percent of 
U.S. children with cancer survive 
at least five years, compared with 
around 60 percent in the mid-1970s, 
according to the National Cancer 
Institute, lindsey tanner (ap)

A Costly Summer 
At the Gas Pump? 


With fuel prices rising, 
analysts fear a big tab 
for busy travel season 

WASHINGTON! Gasoline prices rose 
more than 7 percent in January, 
which typically is one of the slowest 
driving months of the year. That’s 
leading experts to predict pump 
prices may surge past last year’s 
record highs when highway travel 
picks up late in the spring. 

Government figures show that 
the average price of regular unlead- 
ed has risen in each of the last four 
weeks, jumping from $1.78 at the 
start of the year to $1.91 a gallon in 
the week ended Jan. 31. That’s more 
than 30 cents a gallon higher than 
a year earlier. 

Last year, the average price 
peaked above $2 a gallon in May, 
just before Memorial Day. To be 
just a dime short of that level in 
early February is not good news 
for motorists, analysts said. 



Experts say gas prices may surge past 
last year’s record highs late last spring. 


Tom Kloza, director of Oil Price 
Information Service in Lakewood, 
N. J., said he anticipates gas prices 
will “rocket higher in the next 90 
days.” Nationally, Kloza predicts 
average prices could surpass $2.15 
and even run as high as $2.50. That 
said, he expects those highs to be

Rice: Israel Must Make 'Hard Decisions’ 


Secretary’s visit to 
region comes ahead 
of summit in Egypt 

JERUSALEM I The United States 
will ask Israel to make “hard deci- 
sions” as it moves toward peace 
with the Palestinians, and both 
sides must live up to their promis- 
es, Condoleezza Rice said Sunday 
during her first trip to the Middle 
East as secretary of state.

The visit comes as Israel backed 
off its long-standing refusal to 
release Palestinian prisoners accused 
of violence against Israelis and the 
Palesinian mainstream Fatah move- 
ment declared it would be prepared 
for a cease-fire with Israel. 

Israeli and Palestinian leaders 
are to meet Tuesday in Egypt, a sign 
that tensions are easing and violence 
has dropped since Mahmoud Abbas 
replaced the late Yasser Arafat as 
the Palestinian leader. On arrival. 
Rice said she would push for prog- 
ress from both sides. 

Rice met privately Sunday with 
Israeli Prime Minister Ariel Sharon, 


the former warrior turned poten- 
tial peacemaker. On Monday, she 
planned to visit with Abbas. 

Before their meeting, Sharon 
said he was sure his talks with Rice 
would “contribute to the friendly 
relations between the two coun- 
tries.” Sharon said in Hebrew that 
he also expected her visit to con- 
tribute to the peace process, “which 
we want to very much want to push 
forward in the region.” 

In response. Rice said, “This is 
a hopeful time, but it is a time also 
of great responsibility for all of us 
to make certain that we act on the 
words that we speak.” (ap)

“The numbers are more than 
enough to establish a one -party 
government,” Thaksin declared. 

Opponents of the strong-willed 
prime minister, who accuse him of 
seeking dictatorship through the 
ballot box, all but conceded defeat 
before the election but had hoped to 
net at least enough seats to launch 
motions of no-confidence. 

Early exit polls showed their 
hopes had been dashed. One showed 
Thaksin’s ruling Thai Rak Thai party 
may have captured 399 out ofthe 500 
parliamentary seats up for grabs, up 
from 248 in its 2001 debut. Official 
results won’t be announced until at 
least Wednesday. 

Thaksin, 55, is a self-made tele- 
com millionaire who founded Thai 
Rak Thai and rode to victory four 
years ago on public disenchant- 
ment with the slow recovery from 
the 1997 financial crisis, (ap)

Togo Coup Rattles Africa 


Son of continent s 
longest-ruling leader 
installed by military 

LOME, TOGO I Togo’s parliament 
hastily amended the constitution 
Sunday to put a legal veneer on the 
military’s appointment of 39 -year- 
old Faure Gnassingbe to replace his 
deceased father as president. 

Within hours of the announce- 
ment of Gnassingbe Eyadema’s 
death on Saturday the army named 
his son president, contravening 
the constitution that called for the 
speaker of parliament to succeed 
until elections in 60 days.

The national assembly, domi- 
nated by Eyadema’s Togo People’s 
Rally party, approved Gnassingbe 
as speaker of parliament by a vote 
of 67 to 14. It then passed a consti- 
tutional amendment allowing him 


to fulfill his father’s term, which 
expires in 2008. 

The African Union, trying to put 
decades of coups on the continent 
behind it, condemned the army 
appointment. “This administra- 
tion will not be recognized because 
it comes from a coup d’etat,” said 
spokesman Adam Thiam. 

France, Togo’s colonial ruler 
along with Britain until I960, put 
its troops in the region on alert to 
protect its 2,500 citizens in the West 
African nation. 

Eyadema, who ruled for 38 years 
— longer than any other leader except 
Cuba’s Fidel Castro — died after suf- 
fering a heart attack Saturday, (ap)

CHENARI, AFGHANISTAN I Thickcloud 
cover and deep snow kept NATO 
helicopters and police from reaching 
the wreckage of an Afghan commer- 
cial airliner Sunday, three days after 
it hit a mountain, killing all 104 peo- 
ple on board in Afghanistan’s dead- 
liest air disaster.

Internet Dialogue 
Helps to Change 
Extremists’ Views 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I Some 
Islamic extremists have been 
reformed through Internet dia- 
logue with Saudi clerics, the Islamic 
Affairs Minister said at a confer- 
ence Sunday on fighting al Qaeda 
and militant groups. 

Islamic Affairs Minister Sheik 
Saleh al- Sheik said his office had 
communicated with more than 800 


people on Web sites and had con- 
verted more than 250 people with 
“terrorist thoughts” who “admitted 
their mistakes and [said] they did not 
understand the basics of Jihad.” 

Al- Sheik did not say how his 
office verified the identities of 
those who had communicated with 
his ministry. It was also not clear if 
those who communicated with the 
government were inside the kingdom 
or at what site on the Internet the 
discussions were taking place. 

Al- Sheik said there were a “few” 
people who were “not convinced” to 
turn away from militant calls, (ap)

Va. House Targets 
Warner’s Projects 


Transportation, school 
proposals trimmed in 
committee budget plan 

RICHMOND, VA. | Food taxes will be 
cut by 38 percent, additional money 
will go to roads, rails and transit, 
state employees will get raises and 
the mandatory prepayment of a 
month’s worth of estimated sales 
taxes each summer will end under 
House and Senate revisions to the 
state’s budget. 

The midcourse revisions pro- 
posed Sunday by the General 
Assembly’s budget -writing com- 
mittees bring the state’s two-year 
fiscal blueprint to about $63 billion 
and propose no new taxes. 

For the first time since 2000, 
the House Appropriations and the 
Senate Finance committees weren’t 
burdened with closing billions of 
dollars in shortfalls. But even with 
a surplus of $1.2 billion and grow- 


ing, both plans are fundamentally 
similar to the budget Gov. Mark R. 
Warner introduced in December in 
that they largely avoid programs 
that obligate the state to pay for 
them year after year. 

With November elections 
for governor and all 100 House 
seats approaching, however, the 
Republican-dominated House 
reduced or cut spending that Warner, 
a Democrat, had proposed for some 
of his signature educational and eco- 
nomic development initiatives. 

The chief difference between 
the $1 billion House transporta- 
tion measure and the governor’s 
$824 million proposed one-time 
cash infusion is $528 million that 
would remain in future budgets. 

Warner’s public schools package 
would be cut by about $10.6 million 
by the House. Most of that is from 
cutting Warner’s proposed 3 percent 
teacher pay raises to 2.5 percent.

Q Whose idea was it to use 
smooth floor tiles at Metro 
stations? The floors are incredibly 
slippery when wet. I’m somewhat 
athletic, yet have to walk extreme- 
ly carefully for fear of slipping. 
Why wouldn’t Metro have used 
something more grippy? 

A The transit agency says it’s 
trying to get a better grip on 
the future. 

The floors in all 86 stations are 
made up of red, six-sided quarry 
tiles, chosen for their look and 


cleaning ease as the system was 
being planned more than 30 years 
ago, a spokeswoman said. They’re 
also compliant with regulations. 

That said, “everyone recogniz- 
es it’s slippery,” said spokesman 
Steven Taubenkibel. Metro has 
begun looking into making floors 
at new stations — and possibly 
later replacing floors at all stations 
— with concrete or granite. But 
don’t hold your breath: The next 
new stop isn’t scheduled to open

NBC hopes the BBC’s 
series The Office’ will 
translate to American 

ANOTHER COUNTRY | The deadpan 
BBC comedy “The Office” earned a 
cult following and critical accolades, 
including a Golden Globe award, for 


its singular portrayal of an oafish, 
clueless boss in a hinterland office 
trying too hard to look good before 
a visiting documentary crew. 

Now, NBC is adapting “The 
Office” into a U.S. sitcom that 
begins on March 22 on NBC. 

“It was kind of daunting at 
first,” said executive producer Greg 


Daniels, an award winner for his 
writing on “Saturday Night Live,” 
“The Simpsons” and “Seinfeld.” “The 
original is such an original show.” 

Although the first episode takes 
off from the British script — down 
to the jellied stapler — other scripts 
are new stories using the traditions 
of the original show, with the boss 


— the former David Brent, now 
named Mike Scott — ruining a 
Diversity Day; and the men in the 
office drooling over an attractive 
woman selling purses. 

Ricky Gervais brought a lot of 
subtlety to his portrayal of Brent, 
which put pressure on the new 
boss, Steve Carell, to tone down 
his approach. Mostly, he said, he 
tried to forget about Gervais. “There 
wasn’t any way I was going to re- 
create how good he was in that 
character,” said Carell. 

Two characters who give heart 
to the show are John Krasin ski’s 
Jim Halpert (who has the shaggy 
hair of Tim Canterbury) and the 
receptionist he moons over. Jenna 
Fischer plays Pam Beesly, the coun- 
terpart to Dawn Tinsley. 

The biggest departure for any 
character may be Rainn Wilson’s 
depiction of Dwight Schrute, the 
obnoxious assistant based on 
Mackenzie Crook’s unforgettably 
goony Gareth Keenan. 

Still to be convinced about 
“The Office” is a wide American 
sitcom audience, used to bright 
colors, laugh tracks and predict- 
able gags. Like the original, “The 
Office” has the same kind of drab, 
authentic atmosphere and a lot of 
the same uncomfortable silences 
and odd rhythms. 

“I have no idea how people will 
respond to it,” said Carell. “I know 
it has my sensibility: Long uncom- 
fortable pauses, strange awkward 
moments — I’m all about that.

Ossie Davis Dead at 87 


Activist actor brought 
dignity to roles on 
film, TV and stage 

APPRECIATION! Ossie Davis, whose 
rich baritone and elegant, unshak- 
able bearing made him a giant of 
the stage, screen and the civil rights 
movement — often in tandem with 
his wife. Ruby Dee — has died. He 
was 87. 

Davis wrote, acted, directed 
and produced for the theater and 
Hollywood. Even light fare such 
as the comedy “Grumpy Old Men” 


with Jack Lemmon and Walter 
Matthau was somehow enriched 
by his strong, but gentle presence. 
Davis and Dee celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary in 1998 with 
the publication of a dual autobiog- 
raphy, “With Ossie & Ruby: In This 
Life Together.” 

Both had key roles in the tele- 
vision series “Roots: The Next 
Generation” (1978), “Martin 
Luther King: The Dream and the 
Drum” (1986) and “The Stand” 
(1994). Davis appeared in several 
Spike Lee films, including “Do the 
Right Thing” and “Jungle Fever,” in 


which Dee also appeared. 

Among Davis’ more notable 
Broadway appearances was his 
portrayal of the title character in

When not on stage or on cam- 
era, both Davis and Dee were deeply 
involved in civil rights issues and 
efforts to promote the cause of

Baby Is All Grown Up 


Spice Girl Emma 
is writing the next 
chapter by herself 

REMODELING I The artist formerly 
known as Baby Spice, aka Emma 
Bunton, is now just Emma, and 
she’s ready to prove she can make 
it on her own. 

The seductive “Free Me” — equal 
parts ’60s pop, Motown and bossa 
nova — is Emma’s second full- 
length album. The first solo album 
was not released stateside. 

“Sure, I’m nervous. It’s now me, 
front and center. I’m no longer one 
of five,” she said. “Still, I am very 
excited to see what happens in the 
U.S. It’s every U.K. artist’s dream 
to play and make it there.” 


Emma, who co-wrote 11 of the 12 
tracks, is off to a promising start.

Wrangle Over ‘Prize’ 


A great civil-rights 
film languishes while 
lawyers duke it out 

F I N E P R I N T I The documentary “Eyes 
on the Prize,” is lauded as the quint- 
essential work on the civil-rights 
movement, but don’t expect to buy 
a new copy or watch it on PBS any 
time soon. Legally, that is. 

Copyright laws keep the 1987 
film out of print. The documen- 
tary’s owners are trying to get it 
back in circulation, but must first 
untangle a nest of laws. In the mean- 
time, an activist group is organizing 
a nationwide screening Tuesday. 

“I learned my politics from this 
film, I can’t believe people don’t have 
the opportunity to see it, and learn 
from it,” said Tiffiniy Cheng, one of 
the founders of Worcester, Mass.- 
based Downhill Battle. 

A touching scene shows staff 
members singing “Happy Birthday” 
to Martin Luther King Jr. on his 
39th, and last, birthday. But copy- 
right laws protect the song, as well 
as much of the TV footage and

photos used. Most of the rights 
purchased by filmmaker Henry 
Hampton have expired. Hampton 
died in 1998 and left his produc- 
tion company, Blackside Inc., to 
his sisters. 

The 14 -part film was last shown 
in 1991 . It chronicles the movement, 
from Rosa Parks and the bus boy- 
cotts in the 1950s to the rise of black 
mayors in the 1980s. The film won 
six Emmys, and the segment “Bridge 
to Freedom 1965” was nominated 
for an Academy Award for best fea- 
ture documentary 

Cheng and Downhill Battle are 
organizing the screening for Black 
History Month. So far, 35 showings 
are planned in homes, on school 
campuses, in libraries and the- 
aters across the country. 

The group obtained a VHS tape 
of the miniseries, digitized it and 
put it up on its Web site for free, but 
were ordered by Blackside to take 
it down, Cheng said. 

“I think their hearts are in the 
right place, but they should be 
writing their congressman or lob- 
bying instead to change copyright 
laws,” said Blackside lawyer Tony 
Pierce. 

“Everyone involved in this wants 
to see the film back on the shelves. 
But there are right ways to do that.”

Jacksonville Rises to the Occasion 


Money no object as Super Bowl roars into town 


SUPER BOWL I The NFL threw its 
biggest party of the season Sunday, 
trading in the glitz of Miami and 
the panache of New Orleans for the 
cruise ships, street fairs and wide- 
eyed wonder of Jacksonville. 

About 140 million people were 
expected to tune in for America’s 
biggest unofficial holiday, a day 
where football lovers and nonen- 
thusiasts alike gather around their 
televisions to see the commercials, 
the halftime show and — yes — even 
the Super Bowl itself. 

This year’s contest, which con- 
cluded after Express’ press time, 
pitted the Philadelphia Eagles, 
seeking their first NFL champi- 
onship since I960, against the 
New England Patriots, who were 
going for their third championship 
in four years — in other words, a 
dynasty in what is supposed to be 
an era of parity. 

In the wake of last year’s halftime 
“wardrobe malfunction,” this year’s 
entertainment featured a family- 
friendly set by Paul McCartney. 

When Jacksonville was award- 
ed the game over Miami four years 
ago, cynics scoffed and pessimists 


howled. How could a mid-sized city, 
the second- smallest market in the 
NFL behind Green Bay, host the 
80,000 people who pay $500 to 
$600 for tickets (that’s face value) 
along with the thousands of oth- 
ers who come just to be part of 
the fun? 

The city paid $11.7 million to get 
five cruise ships to docked on the St. 
Johns River to make up for a defi- 
ciency in hotel rooms. The 3,700 
rooms the ships provided brought 
the total to more than 17,500, 
which is the minimum mandated 
by the NFL. 

Hundreds of volunteers wear- 
ing red shirts crowded the streets, 
using their homespun charm to 
overwhelm even the most hard- 
ened critics — many of whom had 
seen the game in more cosmopolitan 
cities and came here with a healthy 
dose of skepticism. 

As always, though, the bulk of 
Americans would enjoy the game 
from the couch. 

Some 140 million people were 
expected to watch at least a portion 
of the game at an estimated 7.5 mil- 
lion Super Bowl parties, (ap)

A child’s nightmare, 
a parent’s dream: 
online grade updates 

EDUCATION I Debbie Karl’s young- 
est son didn’t tell her he was failing 
sixth-grade math — she found out 
on the Internet. “I was just perusing 
[the Web site] and he’s got one, two, 
three, four, five zeros. I immediately 
put a call in to that teacher.” 

Gone are the days when Karl, a 
college professor in Abilene, Texas, 
would get such surprises only when 
the report card came home or when 
schools held parent-teacher confer- 
ences. Now, a growing number of 
teachers and schools are making 
grades available nearly in real-time 
over the Internet. 

Some teachers include pend- 
ing assignments, written com- 
ments, and disciplinary actions as 
well. At some schools, parents can 
see whether their kids had chips or 
an apple for lunch. 

No figures were available on 
the percentage of schools offering 
parental access online, but school 
officials say it’s relatively low. Even 
in districts with the capability, not 
all schools or teachers have signed 
on. Only some schools require 
teachers to participate. 

Some teachers fear that making 


individual grades open for inspec- 
tion would let parents quibble. And 
parents can nag teachers who fall 
behind in grading. 

“They know their kid studied all 
night and they know their kid took 
a test at 10:10 in the morning. At 
noon, they are online and asking, 
‘Where’s my kid’s test score?”’ said 
Kenneth Bird, superintendent of 
Westside Community Schools in 
Omaha, Neb. 

But online access might help par- 
ents who skipped parent- teacher 
nights because they were juggling 
three jobs: Now they can check 
grades as easily as a stock quote. 


Web access gets the community 
more involved and “gives parents 
a good feeling they have a good 
understanding what’s going on at 
school,” said Bonnie Bracey, a for- 
mer schoolteacher who now trains 
teachers on technology. 

Val Jerdes, a Milpitas, Calif, high 
school English teacher who uses the 
ThinkWave software package, said 
students can also log on and see for 
themselves how their efforts corre- 
late with their grades. 

“I’ve seen C and D students rise 
up to the B and A category,” Jerdes 
said. “I would attribute a lot of that

WOULD YOU WANT HIS JOB? The 

workof a controller is undeniably 
hectic. The tower is a pilot’s first call 
in emergencies, from heart attacks 
to mechanical problems to terrorism 
scares. It all requires a certain degree 
of chill: “I don’tthinkyou can do this 
job effectively if you’re worried about 
it,’’ said Heflin. And weather is a con- 
stant nuisance, closing traffic lanes 







in the sky and making pilots irritable. 
HOW YOU CAN GET HIS JOB: The 

Federal Aviation Administration will 
be hiring thousands of controllers 
through 2014, when it estimates 73 
percent of its nearly 15,000 control- 
lers will have becomeeligiblefor 
retirement. If you’re under 31, are a 
U.S. citizen and can meet FAA health 
requirements, you can apply to the 
16-week FAA Academy. A degree 
from one of 14 FAA-approved col- 
leges or universities or experience as 
a military controller (Heflin was in the 
Navy) can make you a more desirable 
candidate, said an FAA spokesman. 
Once placed at an airport, it could 
take up to four more years to complete 
thetraining.

Chocolate lovers are 
finding bliss in the 
cafes of New York 

Is New York the Big Apple — or the 
Big Bonbon? Connoisseurs say the 
city is turning into a destination for 
chocolate -lovers. 

“New York is giving Europe a run 
for its money in the fine chocolate 
department,” said Tish Boyle, edi- 
tor-in-chief of Chocolatier mag- 
azine. “As American consumers 
have become more discriminat- 
ing about their chocolate — and 
a Hershey bar with almonds just 
doesn’t do the trick anymore — pas- 
try chefs are realizing that opening 
a chocolate shop can be a profitable 
endeavor.” 

San Francisco’s renowned 
Scharffen Berger chocolate -mak- 
ers opened a store on Manhattan’s 
Upper West Side four months ago. 
Vosges, a Chicago chocolatier, 
recently opened a cafe in Soho. 
La Maison du Chocolat has five 


locations in Paris and two in New 
York; and the logo for the exclusive 
Richart chocolatier’s boutique says 
“Paris-Lyon-New York.” 

Each of Manhattan’s chocolate 
cafes has its own specialities. The 
Chocolate Bar, in the West Village 
(48 Eighth Ave.), offers chocolate tea 
— alight, palate -clearing alterna- 
tive to the thick hot chocolate — plus 
unusual, spicy brownies. 

Stand outside Jacques Torres 


Chocolate Haven (350 Hudson St.) 
and watch candymakers in white 
gowns assembling goodies. Torres 
is the only New York chocolatier to 
make his chocolate from scratch, 
starting with the cocoa beans. 

At Payard (1032 Lexington 
Ave.), chocoholics can order from 
the Masterpiece collection, named 
for painters. Picasso is dark choco- 
late flavored with Earl Gray; Van 
Gogh is chocolate with pistachio. 


La Maison du Chocolat (1018 
Madison Ave.) serves Togo, dark 
chocolate filled with mousse ($6). 

The trendy Vosges Haut Chocolat 
(132 Spring St.) offers unusual com- 
binations such as white chocolate 
with olive oil and Kalamata olives, 
and “Budapest” — dark chocolate 
with Hungarian paprika. 

Lunettes et Chocolat (25 Prince 
St.) sells MarieBelle chocolates (two 
for $7). Chocolates here are minia- 


ture works of art, topped with col- 
orful designs. 

Despite New York’s burgeoning 
chocolate scene, it will never be a 
native tradition. Nicolas Bernarde, 
pastry expert at Paris’ Cordon Bleu 
cooking school, points out that cocoa 
beans come from the Ivory Coast, 
Venezuela, New Guinea, Indonesia 
and Brazil. Those beans are pro- 
cessed, for the most part, in Europe.
